The second desert floral display 
is now coming into evidence. 
Early 
spring flowers have disappeared, a 
few of the later spring annuals are 
found here and there but that show 
is gone until another year. 
Many 
of the spring annuals blossom only 
during a wet season and they will 
not be with us again until another 
year of excess rainfall occurs. 


H ardy 
desert 
dwellers 
are 
now to have their turn. 
Tw o 
conspicuous trees bridge the gap 
between 
the 
early 
flowering 
group and the later flowering 
group. 
T he palo verde tree 
w ith its extravagant display of 
yellow, burst forth w ith spend­ 
thrift prodigality to bolster up 
the diminishing color of the late 
spring 
annuals. 
It 
has 
now 
passed its height and the yellow 
catkin-like 
blossoms 
of 
the 
honey 
mesquite 
are 
rushing 
along to lend their support to 
th e show. 
By the tim e they are 
on the wane the first of the hot 
w eather plants should be bring­ 
ing up their support to the last 
of the season’s flower show. 


The buds are heavy on the desert 
willow; a few of the exquisite blos­ 
soms have appeared but if the buds 
carry out their promise the trees are 
soon to be covered with multitudes 
of one of the desert’s most beauti­ 
ful flowers. 
Examine this bit 
of 
desert beauty; note the colors and 
shape of the corolla and don't over­ 
look the dainty linings of yellow and 
purple on the interior. 


If you are in a hurry, tarry a 
mom ent, there is nothing you 
can see on the desert now that 
is more w orth the time than 
making the acquaintance of this 
tree. 
In the w inter and spring 
it is inconspicuous for it is near­ 
ly leafless then but now it has 
come into its glory as outstand­ 
ing among the 
native 
desert 
trees. 


Some distance from the front of 
my house stands the largest, most 
symmetrical, and dignified willow I 
have met on this desert. 
I can look 
out the window of my office and 
from the distance of three hundred 
feet can easily distinguish the pro­ 
fusion of early light colored blos­ 
soms on one of the lower branches; 
just a hint of what is to be. 
This 
tree deserves the attention it has re­ 
ceived in a number of paintings. 


If you ride horseback you will 
find many of the desert willows 
in the washes; if you hike you 
wijl 
find 
it 
along 
Tahquitz 
C reek; if you insist on an au­ 
tomobile 
to carry you about, 
you will see it along the main 
highway, 
near 
the 
concrete 
bridge a short distance below 
th e village. 


There is a niche in the mountains 
above Andreas Canyon. 
From there 
southward the clouds, for the last 
three mornings have formed a gray 
layer, much like that of the icing on 
a cake; the brown rocks below, the 
blue sky above, looked as if old San 
Jacinto had prepared a feast 
for 
Santa Rosa. 


I believe, after w atching that 
niche, 
during 
the 
last 
few 
m onths that I have 
found 
a 
storm forecaster in th e m anner 
of the cloud form ation at that 
point. 
I am making no guar­ 
antee as to the accuracy of this 
barom eter or my ability to inter­ 
pret its readings but so far it is 
working very well.

dian looks at you in dum b won­ 
derm ent that a white man could 
think of such questions.

Hood Proposes to 
Incorporate North 
P a rt o f V illage 


The east half of section 10 and the 
w est half of section XI, comprising all 
of the village north of Allejo road, 
will be Incorporated as a city of the 
sixth class, in th e very near future, 
according to R. H. Hood, prom inent 
resident of the north-w estern part of 
town. 
Allejo road is directly north of 
the Catholic church and the Ford ser­ 
vice station of Thompson Motor Sales. 
The school house 
is located in th e 
proposed area to be incorporated. 
The area cover» a square mile, 640 
acres, and has the required population 
of 500 residents, said Mr. Hood yes­ 
terday, while discussing the m atter 
with the editor of this newspaper. He 
said the principal reason for Incorpor­ 
ation is to prevent being Included in 
the sanitary district, and that the peo­ 
ple of the north 
part 
of town may 
have their own governm ent. “We will 
have more of a protective association 
rath er than a city government such 
ae the name usually Implies," said Mr. 
Hood. 
"I can get the necessary 25 
signatures necessary to start incor­ 
poration proceedings 
within 
a few 
hours,” he added. 


Mr. Hood has also started a move­ 
m ent to protest against the propoeed 
Sanitary D istrict. 
He lias mailed cir­ 
cular letters to all owners of proper­ 
ty in the north part of town, inclosing 
protest cards to be elgned. Following 
is the letter: 


"Palm Springs, California, 
“May 1, 1935. 
“At 10 a. m. May 27th, Í935, the 
board 
of 
supervisors 
of 
Riverside 
county will hear protests against the 
proposed S anitary D istrict for Palm 
Springs. 
“Last year there were 2,560 acres 
in the proposed sanitary district, cost 
$114,302.45 or $44.65 per acre. 
"This year there are 960 acres in 
the new proposed sanitary district, 
cost $102.44S.26 or $106.72 per acre. 
"Seventeen 
hundred 
acres 
have 
been om itted and our area of 640 acres 
(east half of section 10 and west half 
of section 11) should also be omitted. 
“Our present bonded debt Is 14 per­ 
cent. 
The assessm ent is 9.15 percent 
additional or a total debt of over 23 
percent of the assessed value. 
“A satisfactory system for the busi­ 


ness and crowded area could be built 
for less than $25,000. 
"An increase in our tax burden is 
unwise at this tim e, and especially 
so if we get no benefit from the in­ 
crease. 
"Please sign the enclosed card, mail 
prom ptly with present address, and if 
possible be present a t the Riverside 
hearing on May 27. 
"Respectfully, 
"R. H. HOOD. 
"P. O. Box 1445, Palm Springs." 


R esidents in the district who op­ 
pose incorporation and who favor the 
proposed 
sanitary 
district, claim a 
sew er system is vital 
to the entire 
community. 
“It » as im portant as in­ 
surance of any sort," said one resi­ 
dent yesterday. 
W e have been fortu­ 
nate in th e past th at no epidemic has 
ever occurred 
here, 
but If such a 
thing should happen, property owners 
in the north would suffer as much as 
those in any other p a rt of town. 
We 
buy life insurance w hile we still have 
good health. 
For th e sam e reason we 
should buy health insurance for the 
comm unity in the form of an adequate 
sew er system .” 
The m atter before th e board of su­ 
pervisors at this tim e is to form a 
sanitary district. 
Sew er bonds can 
not be voted until th e district is form­ 
ed. 
It is claimed by som e residents 
th at Mr. Hood’s estim ate of $106.72 
per acre to build th e sew er is errone­ 
ous, due to the fact th a t the assess­ 
m ent is on property valuation, and 
naturally the down-town area with its 
high reul estate values and expensive 
im provem ents will pay a far greater 
proportion per acre th an other areas. 
They also state th at 
Palm 
Springs 
will not have to pay th e full amount, 
for the labor and a large part of the 
m aterial will be supplied from funds 
coming from the federal governm ent's 
public w orks appropriation. 
W hen interview ed yesterday, Mr. 
Hood stated there 
a re 
three things 
Paim Springs should do: 
First—ob­ 
tain a branch high school so that it 
would be unnecessary 
to transport 
school children to B anning; second, 
remedy unsanitary conditions on the 
Indian reservation; third, build an in­ 
expensive sew er system for the busi­ 
ness section.

MORE P E N A L T A X E S 
The scheme of double taxation of 
•states now being drafted in Wasli- 
ngton, if it is correctly described, is 
veil designed not to “distribute 
vealth” but to distribute poverty. It 
s being planned to wipe out large 
íoldinge of decedents by taxing them 
nice as estates, and again as income 
>f the recipients—as much as 85 per 
lent of the whole being taken in the 
.ase of large estates. 
If any such thing were attempted, 
t would not only cause the disappear- 
uice of the remaining 15 per cent, in 
most casee, but would wipe out whole 
industries on whose prosperity the 
welfare of thousands depends, cause 
stock-market panics and permanently 
dock the flow of necessary capital 
nto productive enterprise. 
The fallacy of thie proposal is that 
t considers fortunes as being cash, 
>r the equivalent—securities which 
;an readily be sold at book or ap­ 
praised value. It ignores the fact that 
nost fortunes are in assets not readily 
negotiable, which would bring 
at 
torced eale only a fraction of their 
worth. Unless estate appraisers were 
permitted to make heavy write-downs 
>f such assets—which they cannot do 
inder existing law—to compensate for 
:he losses of liquidation, most heirs 
would owe the government huge sums 
tefore the tax settlement was con­ 
ducted. 
The fortune of Henry Ford is com­ 
monly estimated at $1.000 0000,000, 
which probably is a fair enough capi- 
alization of his average income. Most 
>f this represents the "going concern’’ 
calue of the Ford Motor Company in 
diarge of Ford'e organizing genius. 
Does anybody suppose it could pay 
5850,000,000 in taxes at one time with­ 
out wrecking it? The Ford Motor 
Company could not be sold for $1,000.­ 
100,000 or anything like it, in any 
¡onceivable market. 
The complete wiping out of estates 
would only be prevented by having 
hem in cash, though extreme diversi- 
1 cation of investment would be some 
tafeguard. If in securities, liquida- 
ñon would mean throwing huge blocks 
jn the market with coneequent de- 
jression in price and loss to all other 
íolders; calling of collateral loans, 
ind depression and deflation. But if 
estates are kept in cash, how will in- 
lustry be financed? And if industry 
s not financed how will goods be pro- 
luced?

WASHINGTON W E E K L Y L E T T E R 
(By Special Correepoiulent) 


Washington, D. C.—The week just 
passed gives almost certain proof that 
the legislative complications will make 
for a continuation of the current ses­ 
sion well into summer before Con­ 
gressmen head for home. 
Just a glimpse will tell why. A real 
battle is ahead on the banking bill, 
which will see the conservative stal­ 
warts fighting with Senator Glass to 
prevent further centralization of fed­ 
eral power over the hanking system, 
and with monetary liberals fighting 
for it. The holding company hill, if 
newspaper polls are reliable, hae rocks 
ahead of it, at least in its present 
form. June 16 approaches, and as yet 
the Senate finance committee shows 
no signs of progress with its NRA 
bill. The House committee hasn't 
started, and if they don't do some­ 
thing by June 16th. the authorization 
for the present National Recovery Ad­ 
ministration will have automatically 
expired. Then top this all off with 
Secretary Wallace's insistence on his 
AAA amendments, which would give 
further governmental control over 
processors. And the bonus presents 
as hard a nut to crack as ever, not to 
mention the prospects of a possible 
Senate filibuster over the Costigan- 
Wagner anti-lynching bill. 


On the latter the Southern Congress 
who individually denounce lynching in 
the strongest terms, contend Federal 
authority against “that vile form of 
collective murder," to use President 
Roosevelt's expression, would do no 
good and might injure the cause. They 
are prepared to filibuster, which situa­ 
tion recalls a similar bill being fili­ 
bustered out of existence by Senator 
Harrieon and Senator Underwood thir­ 
teen years ago. That bill had pre­ 
viously passed the House by a 2 to 
1 vote. The present proposal, as ex­ 
plained by Senator Costlgan, does not 
make lynching a Federal clime and 
provide Federal enforcement. Rather 
it provides an economic incentive 
for law-abiding majority sentiment 
through imposition of heavy fines in 
any county where mob violence oc­ 
curs, the fine being paid the injured 
person or his estate. It also subjects 
officers wilfully neglecting their duties 
to certain penalties, with jurisdiction 
in Federal Courts. 


As this i« written the bonus con­ 
troversy is in the formulative stage. 
Senator Harrison’s compromise bill 
was estimated in committee hearing 
by General Hines, Veterans' adminis­ 
trator, to carry an immediate Treas­ 
ury obligation to the veterans of $558,­ 
253,1100. The Patman bill would add 
$1.560,501,000. The 
Harrison 
bill 
moves back the starting date of the 
twenty year certificates from 1925 to 
1918, but allows a 25 percent grant 
Congress had provided for deferred 
payment. 
Thus veterans would be 
unable to collect their full maturities 
until about 1942. Senator Connally 
secured the adoption of an amend­ 
ment giving the veterans an option 
of cash or bonds. While Patman con­ 
tends payment of his bill can be made 
without increasing either taxes or the 
national debt, Secretary Morgenthau 
told the Senate Committee that Con­ 
gress will have to pass additional 
levies to the tune of $600,000.000. Pat- 
man’s explanation is that the legal 
tender notes which his bill would au­ 
thorize to be issued for payment of 
the remaining value of the adjusted 
compensation certificates would be 
backed by the credit of the nation, 
similar to other currency. 


Through the R. F. C. the Adminis­ 
tration has moved to close another 
gap caused in our credit structure by 
the failure of private banks to make 
loans. The newly created Reconstruc­ 


tion Finance Corporation Mortgage 
Company, with a capital of ten million 
dollars, but with borrowing power 
much in excess of that limitation, is 
authorized to refinance mortgages on 
business buildings, apartment houses, 
or factories. Full information in cir­ 
cular form about such loans may be 
Secured by writing Congressman Sam 
L. Collins, at Washington. . . . With 
the President’s proclamation the night 
of April 24th, which boosted the price 
of silver to 77.57, highest price for 
the metal In 15 years, the Administra­ 
tion demonstrated that it intends to 
enforce the discretionary provisions 
of the silver purchase act of 1934. and 
intends to continue to purchase silver 
until the price reaches $1,29 an ounce, 
or until the Government's silver stocks 
reach a third of the value of gold 
stocks.

According to estimates of tax ex­ 
perts, real estate has lierefore borne 
75 percent of the cost of the state gov­ 
ernment, and less than 28 percent of 
the business income. 
It is of vital interest to all property 
owners that their assemblyman be ap­ 
prised of their opposition to this bill.
